lames the cardinal principles of the

EDS. REPUBLICAN .• - Thinking you 


would like to hear of the terrible cy- 
clone which paused through our county 
on yesterday evening, I herewith enclose 
:o you a small supplement of our King 
3ity paper, giving a short sketch of tbe 
:errible scene which we witnessed on 
ast evening, and which, I assure you, 
was much worse than can be conceived 
>y reading the statement. 
I have trav- 


eled over some twelve miles of the 
scene, and the reader cannot picture in 
iis mind a correct idea of the destruc- 
tion — horses, cattle, hogs, sheep and 
everything which came in contact with 
the terrible cyclone 
were 
scattered 


along the line. 
I think, without couct- 


ng, I could say hundreds of cattle were 
scattered along the line. 
Some had 


>een carried into the air and again hurl- 
ed to the ground, perhaps striking feet 
irst, driving feet and legs into the 
rround and breaking them off of their 
Bodies ; and again hoisting them into 
the air, some without horns, some with- 
out heads, and in some instauces tbe 
aide of the animal was all that was left 
to tell the story.

clone showed its fury

THE ST. NICK SENSATION. 


A Young Ends Court! Death by Jump- 


ing from a Third Btory Window— 


A Strange Case. 


From Thursday's Daily. 


On yesterday afternoon a young doctor 


and his bride, to whom be was united in 
marriage at Owensboro. Ky., on Tuesday 
morning last, arrived in the city from the 
eaBl, registered at [he St. Nicholas Hotel, 
and were given quarters in room 32 on 
the third floor of the hotel. The young 
couple were modest in their demeanor, 
and attracted no particular allenlion. 
During the early part of tbe evening the 
young doctor spent a few minutes in the 
office, and while there conversed with a 
KEPDBLICAN representative, making in- 
quiries about relatives residing in the 
western part of the county. He retired 
soon after 10 o'clock, and between 11 
and 12, those in the neighborhood of the 
hotel were startled on hearing the wild 
screams of a female who seemed to be in 
great fright and determined to do bodily 
injury to herself. The woman was the 
bride of the young doctor who deliber- 
ately jumped out of one of the east win- 
dows of tbe room, but instead of striking 
the brick pavement below, she fell almost 
lengthwise upon the balony, 12 feet below 
the window, from which she emerged at- 
tired only in her night clothes. Marshal 
Hewes happened to be near the hotel at 
the time, and heard her screams. He 
rushed up the stairway and got out on 
the balcony as quickly as possible. On 
reaching the spot where the young wife 
fell he found that she had got up and 
was in Ihe act of falling off the balcony, 
when he caughl bold of her arms and 
clung to her until two men below caught 
the woman in their arms. She was car- 
ried up stairs into No. 32, and was at- 
tended by Dr. Ohenoweth. She appeared 
to be in great fear of her husband, and 
repeatedly threatened to destroy her life 
if he came near her. 
She wa» finally 


quieted, pnd this morning she seemed to 
be less nervous though still preserving* 
strong aversion to her husband,whojn she 
pronounces gentle and kind and one of the 
best men in Kentucky. 
Sbe is a beauti- 


ful brunette, and is a young woman of 
fine education, tbe youngest daughter of 
parents residing at Owensboro. At the 
time of her marriage she was quite ill 
with a malarial fever, and was tak- 
ng medicine; but notwithstanding the 
act that her relatives and the groom urg- 
d a delay of the ceremony, she insisted 
hat Ihe marriage should lake place at the 
ppointed time, and her 
wishes were 


beyed.

t once for the west and stopped Tuesday
